Judge denies Ziglar bond

In a 12 page court order filed in 
the circuit clerk's office in Elba 
Monday, June 24, 1991, Circuit 
Judge John B. Crawley once again 
denied Spencer Owen Ziglar bond, 

On June 6, 1991, Ziglar, 55, who 
was originally charged with murder 
in the shotgun slaying of Edward 
Kelley, 56, of Elba, was found guilty 
on the lesser charge of manslaughter. 

The murder took place on the 
30th of January 1990, 

Ziglar was sentenced to serve 
twenty years at hard labor in the pen- 
itentiary by Judge Crawley on June 
11, 1991. At the time of the sentenc- 
ing, Ziglar's defense attorney, Jack- 
son W. Stokes, gave an oral notice 
of appeal to the verdict. Also, a re- 
quest for bail was made which was 
denied by Judge Crawley. 

Judge Crawley's denial of bail 
was appealed and a hearing date was 
Set. 

A bond hearing was held in Elba 
Wednesday, June 19th, in which Zi- 
glar's newly court appointed attor- 
neys, Stafford Pittman and Roger 
Brannon, argued that Ziglar was en- 
titled to bond since his sentence was 
less than twenty years. Their conten-

The U. S. Army Corp of Engi- 
neers has released a summary of in- 
formation received at their public 
workshops held earlier this year con- 
cerning the Choctawhatchee-Pea 
River Basins Study. Public hearings 
were held in several communities in 
Southeast Alabama and Northwest

The workshops were part of a 
study authorized by the U. §. Con- 
gress for conducting a study of the 
water problems and needs in the 
Choctawhatchee and Pea River Ba- 
Sins. 

The study is being conducted by 
the Corp of Engineers, US Depart- 
ment of Agriculture and Soil Conser- 
vation Service 

During the workshops, represen- 
tatives of the Engineers covered sev- 
eral proposals already being consid- 
ered. They included the large lake at 
Ariton, AL., coupled with a number 
of smaller impoundments in other ar- 
eas; dredging of the rivers; conwol-

Elba continues a steady rebound from the disaster of 1990. The recent 
opening of a new dress shop is one of several new businesses which speak 
loud and clear for the future of Elba. Several weeks ago Becky Hayes 
opened her long-dreamed-of antique shop. This type business will do more 
than supply needed staples and add to the sales tax base. It is a quality op- 
eration which will bring to Elba people who are secking something they 
can't find anywhere else...carefully selected antiques. We hope Elba citi 
zens will support these and other new ventures by speaking well of them 
to friends and relatives who live away from the area 


County Commissioner Robert Stephens politely informed us this week of 
the logic behind appealing the sales tax ruling all the way to the Supreme 
Court. First he noted the cost didn't come from county funds ... the insu 
rance fund paid the bill. Secondly, and this is the one we readily accept as 
g00d logic, at least 30 other counties wanted a clear ruling on this prece- 
dent setting court decision before they proceeded with new or revised tax- 
es. We bow to those better informed than us and agree to the logic of car- 
rying the matter all the way to the top. 


Now the above issue has created a real problem ... what does the county 
commission do with the quarter of a million already collected on the sales 
tax. It is impossible (and impracticable) to find all those who paid in the 
additional tax, check their proofs of purchase and issue them checks. 
Those who successfully fought the tax would have a cat-fit at the thought 
of going ahead and using the collected funds on the jail as originally 
planned. Therefore we suggest the money be divided between the two 
county hospitals for use in indigent care of Coffee County citizens. The 
hospitals would be told the exact same rules apply as with present indigent 
care patients (that is so no bankers, con artist or newspaper publishers 
would try to get free health care), The hospitals would get the money over 
two or three years to better serve the citizens of this county. 


There is apparently a strong move afoot to set up a national health plan 
based, on the current system in Canada. We can't really pass judgement on 
the matter, ‘cause we don't really know how it works in Canada, however 
we are keenly aware of doctors leaving their homeland to our north BE- 
CAUSE of what they described as a socialized medical program with 
many problems. We admit there are bad problems with getting health care 
to all of us in America who just can't afford the runaway cost of hospitals 
and/or insurance. However we are also aware of how government pro- 
grams - even those with the most noble goals - can fast eat up much more 
money that the planners admitted it would cost. In other words, can we af- 
ford adequate medical services for everyone? The variable in that question 
is the word adequate, Making additional services available from the gov- 
ernment seems to make additional services part of the minimum “needed” 
program and on and on and on. 


We fight and die for democracy but we then turn around and support more 
and more of a system which has been a complete failure in Russia and oth- 
er Communist countries ...socialism. We do it while being told all this is 
better for “the people”. Ha! 


Another child died last weekend from an accidental gunshot wound. It 
seems a three year old in Philadelphia found a pistol under the sofa and ac- 
cidentally shot his older brother. The gun was there because their dad ap- 
parently postponed cleaning it and stuck it under the sofa “because he was 
tired”. With all our licensing boards in America, we still ain't figured out 
how to limit children to parents who are qualified to raise them.

Emergency loan requirements 
eased by Farmers Home Ad 


DALE N. RICHEY, FmHA State 
Director, announced that Farmers 
Home Administration has changed 
its eligibility requirements for emer- 
gency loans to permit more of those 
farmers who suffer losses from natu- 
ral disasters to quality for the loans. 

“Farmers no longer have to suffer 
a qualifying loss on all crops to be 
eligible for an emergency 
loan,” Richey said. “A substantial 
loss - normally 30 percent of normal 
production - of a single crop in a dis- 
aster is sufficient.” 

Another important change drops a 
requirement that non-essential assets 
must be sold and the proceeds ap- 
plied to the loan

“Such assets now can be retained, 
but they must be pledged as security 
for the loan, Richey said. “Both of 
these changes, which are now in ef- 
fect, were made to enable farmers to 
qualify more readily for emergency 
loans, which are designed to help re- 
store a farmer's normal operations 
after a natural disaster,” 

All 67 counties in Alabama have 
been named where farmers may ap- 
ply for the loan to help cover part of 
actual losses suffered in disasters 
earlier this year and in late 1990. 
Farmers who have been turned down 
for loans for those disaster may have 
their applications reviewed at their 
county FmHA Office.

Summer Brings 
Mold & Mildew

MILDEW AND MOLD 

Warm, humid summer days can 
bring with them two unwanted 
guests - mold and mildew These 
fungi will grow happily in dark, hu- 
mid, poorly ventilated and improper 
ly cleaned environments 

To prevent the appearance of 
mold and mildew, spot-check the 
home for likely host areas, These in 
clude shower stalls and tubs, fan 
blades and coils of air conditioners, 
toilet bowls and tanks, closet and 
shelf walls, carpet backings, espe 
cially on floors below ground level, 
and air vents and filter of heating 
and cooling systems 

Whenever possible, expose these 
areas to natural or artificial light, im- 
prove the air circulation and use a 
dehumidifier to remove excess mols- 
ture, Proper cleaning with household 
bleaches and other general purpose 
disinfectants with fungicidal or fun- 
gistatic properties will clean the 
stains and remove the musty odor, 


CANNING 
TIONS 

With the canning season here, a 
lot of questions are being asked. 

Here are some of the questions, 
with answers, that we are asked fre- 
quently, 

Q. Open-kettle canning is not rec- 
ommended. Why? 

A. In open-kettle canning, food is 
cooked, then packed into hot jars 
and sealed without processing. For 
vegetables, the temperatures ob- 
tained in open-kettle canning are not 
high enough to destroy all the spoil- 
age organisms that may oe in food. 
Spoilage bacteria may get in when 
the food is transferred from kettle to 
jar, 

Q. Why is liquid sometimes lost 
from glass jars during processing? 

A. Loss of liquid may be due to 
packing jars too full, fluctuating 
pressure in a pressure canner or low- 
cring pressure too suddenly, 

Q. Should liquid lost during pro-

cessing be replaced? 

A. No. Never open a jar and refill 
with liquid. This could let in bacteria 
and you would need to process 
again. Loss of liquid doesn't cause 
food to spoil, though the food above 
the liquid may darken. 

Q. Why does canned fruit some- 
times float in jars? 

A. Fruits may float because pack 
is too loose or syrup is too heavy, or 
because some air remains in tissues 
of the fruits after heating and pro- 
sessing. Fruits canned by the raw 
yack method often float.
